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Dr. Duggan Urges 
Assembly To Pass 
Equalization Bill 


Editor Constitution: Through the medium 
attention of the people of Georgia, and 
particularly the members of the general as-

of your columns I would like to direct the 
effect some policies looking to the improre- 
nent of our public school system. There 
ig nothing mew or revolutionary in any 
of these policies, all having been widelr 
discussed, indorsed by. the Georgia educa- 
tional association and other organizations 
interested in educational progress, and fully 
tried out in mearly all of the states of the 
union. 

Let me eonfine myself in this communi- 
cation to only one of these bills, discussing 
sour permission later. 
important, certainlr 
among the most inrportant, is a bill known 
as an ‘‘equalization bill,’’ and introduced 
in the house by Hon. Alvin, Goluke, of Talia- 
and in the senate by Hon. 
Perry Knight, of th@ district. This bill 
provides that, ‘‘in addition to the regular 
appropriation for the support of the public 
schools the legislature shall provide an 
equalization fund, which.shall-be disbursed 
the state board of education for the 
purpose of more nearly equalizing the edn- 
cational opportunities of the children of the 
several counties of the state.:' The state 
board of education, in the distribution of 
said equalization fund to thea county boards 
of education for the purpose of equalizing 
educational opportunities as between the 
several counties, shall take into considera- 
tion the possible returns from taxable values 
for school purposes, the extent to- which 
local tax aid has been utilized, the educa- 
tional needs, and the local inequalities ex- 
isting in the several counties. No country 
shall share in the equalization fund for any 
year unless it levies at least fire mills 
throughout the county for a local tax for 
its publie schools for that year.’’ 

This is not the first time the legisla- 
ture of Georgia has been asked to pass 
legislation looking to equalizaticn, and ds by 
no means a new proposition in the state. 
It has been widely discissed for many 
years, and has been recommended for pas- 
sage in several annual reports of state 
superintendents, At least as far back as 
the administration of Dr. G. R. Glenn, he 
saw the inequalities of opportunities, and 
measures. In Dr. M. L. 
Brittain’s first ennhal report to the legis- 
lature (1910) he pleaded for ‘better auper-

Kalb county a levy of 34 mills yields £5.19 
per capita of the school population in addi- 
tion to the amount received from the state 
school fund. In Union county a similar lerr 
of 3% mills would yield only $1.65 per 
capita in addition to the state school 
fund.*’ 

Dr. M. M. Parks in his annual report for 
1922 (page 16) refers to a ‘‘state-wide ap- 
propriation as recommended for equalizing 
opportunities for the children.’’ 

Dr. N. H. Ballard in his recent annnal 
report to the present legislature sars: 

“Every effort of my administration has 
been directed to one end—that the children . 
of Georgia might have equal educational’ 
opportunity.’’ 

And, finally, Governor Walker’s bndget 
committee has it recommended appropria- 
tions for $1,000,000 for the year 1926 and 
$1,500,000 for the year 1927 to be used as 
an equalization fund. 

The people of Georgia want to see the 
state's children offered equal educational 
opportunities, and none of them penatized 
on account of the accident of their resi-

STORY OF AMUNDSEN 


New York, July 12. 
taff correspondent of The 
Press who was sent to the Arctic reg- 
fons to learn the fate of the Amundsen- 
Elisworth expedition.to the North 
Pole, unflinchingly braved the perils 
of the icy seas can now be told. 

Less than a month ago when the 
world was praying for the safe return 
of the Norwegian explorers’ party—be- 
lieved by many w@ forlorn hope—J. A. 
Bouman of the London bureau of The 
Associated Press was encountering 
hazards as great as those of the ex- 
plorers—his risks were in the line of 
duty. He had no thought of fame. 
His work, like that of all employees of 
organization, was to be anony- 
mous. His reward was to be only the 
knowledge that he had done his best, 
had met courageously the hazards that 
beset his journey. 

The public is entitled to the story. 

When the Amundsen party hopped 
off from Spitzbergen on May 21 in 
two airplanes in an effort to fly to 
the North Pole their aim was to be 
back within two or three days. When 
days and weeks passed without any 
word from the adventurers the world 
epeculated as to their fate There 
was insistent demand that a relief ex- 
pedition be sent:to Spitzbergen and 
as much nearer the pole as ships and 
airplanes could re@onnoiter. The Nor- 
wecian government finally responded. 

Meanwhile Bouman had been sent 
from London to Oslo, the eapital of 
Norway. It was arranged to send 
airplanes and flyers to Spitzbergen on 
the coal ecarri¢r Igertre. Bouman, a 
man of 52 years, and-not particularls 
robust, cheerfully ‘pted the assign- 
ment to proceed with the valiet ship, 
notwithstanding that he suffered se- 
verely from a cold caught on the 90- 
hour journey frem London to Oslo, as 
his office later learned.
